Indianap olis, Dec. 5 (JP)—Re­ 
p eal of national p rohibition to ­ 
night will legalize sale of whis- 
kçy in sealed containers by In ­ 
diana drug stores, and disp ens­ 
ing of n atural wines by the drink 
in licensed 
restaurants, 
hotel 
dining rooms and other such 
eating p laces.

TOWNSEND GETS J OB 
The McNutt adm inistration’s prob lem of w hat 
to do with its $6 ,000-a-year full tim e Lieut. Gov ­ 
ernor, M. Clifford Townsend, has a t last b een 
solv ed. On Jan u ary 1, he will take ov er the d u ­ 
ties of the secretary to the state agriculture 
b oard. 
The fact tha t an office tha t formerly was filled 
for $3,600 a year now finds it needs a $6,000 per 
year m an is b eside the point. The fact tha t the 
$3,600 salary was paid out of state fair receipts, 
while Mr. Tow nsend’s stipend comes out of the 
pockets of the taxpayers is likewise b eside the 
point. The point is tha t som ething had to b e 
found for Mr. Townsend to do. 
Mr. Tow nsend’s career in the office of Lieut. 
Gov ernor has b een a singular one. Elected to an 
office w hich required only part-tim e serv ices, 
Gov ernor McNutt ordered the 1933 legislature to 
elev ate Mr. Townsend to a full-tim e job and pay 
him $6,000 annually. 
The $25 a day Lieut. G ov ernor’s principal offi­ 
cial acts to date as far as is pub licly known are 
as follows: 
1. Purchase of three “pascho Venetian” window 
b linds for his executiv e suite at the statehouse; 
$25 each. 
2. An official edict ordering the fluid in the 
drinking w ater coolers in his cham b ers to b e 
changed from spring w ater to city hyd ra n t water. 
3. W hen the reb ellious state fair b oard w hich 
had b een ousted from its statehouse quarters to 
offices at the fairgrounds b y Gov ernor M cNutt 
took adv antage of the G ov ernor’s ab sence to slip 
b ack in the statehouse, Mr. Townsend finding 
tha t there was nothing he could do to pacify 
tha t b elligerent b ody, gav e the change his of­ 
ficial sanction. 
4. Dispatched b y the Gov ernor to attend a con­ 
ference oi Gov ernors of states comprising the 
Middle West Farm b elt, Mr. Townsend solemnly 
pledged In d ian a to a liv e-point farm program, 
one of the points b eing im m ediate inflation of 
the currency. In its final form the program was 
shorn of its inflation counterpart and was de­ 
liv ered to President Roosev elt b y fiv e Mid-W est 
Gov ernors who, to their dismay, saw the Presi­ 
d en t reject it in toto. 
W hether Mr. Tow nsend’s two secretaries, whose 
comb ined salaries approxim ate the $4,500, will 
aid the Lieut. Gov ernor in discharging his new 
duties or not has yet to b e rev ealed b y Gov ­ 
ernor M cNutt who engineered the : new assign­ 
m ent.

We can trace the kinship b etween m a tte r and 
energy down to a point unb eliev ab ly remote, and 
can dissect the structure of all created things 
w ith a precision tha t alm ost transcends thought; 
and yet on such practical m atters as finding a 
way in which all hu m an b eings can always hav e 
enough to eat and enough to w ear and a w arm 
place to sleep we sometimes seem as incom pe­ 
te n t as a group of school children. 
* 
Again, we can giv e a fairly accurate account 
of how the univ erse is put together — which, ev ­ 
erything considered, is quite an achiev em ent — 
b ut we know no more why, or when, or w hat it is 
all ab out, tha n did the b uffalo hun ting Indians 
of our w estern plains two centuries ago. 
We m ake m agnificent trium phs in our lab ora­ 
tories and send thou ght questing restlessly b e­ 
yond the m ost rem ote frontiers; b ut we hav e not 
yet solv ed the simple prob lems of getting along 
w ith one another in peace and harm ony, and 
we hav e to spend a crushing proportion of all 
our w ealth on weapons w ith which to kill one 
another when our quarrels get too acriclT 
If, some day, we can learn to apply the same 
intelligence tha t now goes to scientific research 
and speculation to the homelier prob lems of ev ­ 
eryday life, we m ight b e ab le to m ake this an ex­ 
ceedingly pleasant and liv ab le world.
